From the Science of Health. 
If there is anything in "astrological 
etiology,” we are approaching one ot th* 
most pestilential periods of earth's history 
Since the commencement ot the Christian 
era. the perihelia of the four great planets 
of the solar system—Jupiter, Uranus, Sat­ 
urn and Neptune—have not been cuinci- 
dent. But this is about to occur, and, in 
the language of Dr. Knapp, who has trac 
Olathe history of the greatest epidemic 
that ever afflicted the human race to the 
perihelia 01 these planets, there will soon 
be “lively times for the deciare.1’ Tne 
theory Is that when one or more of the 
large planets is nearest to the sun, the 
temperature and condition of our atmos­ 
phere are so disturb:. J as to Cause injurious 
vicissitudes, 
terrible 
rams, 
prolonged 
drouths, etc., resulting in the destruction 
of crops, and pestilence among human be­ 
ings and domestic animals. 
Dr. Koapp has collected a mass of statis­ 
tical data, all going to show that periheli­ 
on data have always been marked by 
unusual mortality, and that sickness and 
death have invariably correspotdcd with 
the planets io perihelion at the same time.

periods should occur once in a d< z.*n year* 
nod aggravated and sui! more wide sp re a d 
epidemics at longer intervals 
la tricing 
the history of epidemics for more than two 
thousand years, Dr. lvuapp duds the tact* 
in all cases to validate the theory. Thus 
in the sixth and again lo the sixteenth 
centuries, three of these planets were 
coincident in perihelion, and those were 
the most pestilential times of the Chnsiiau 
ara. 
But soon we have for the first tim e in 
two thousand years, all four of those p lan ­ 
ets against us. 
They will be at their n e a r­ 
est approach to the sud iu or soon after 
1680, so that for a few years, say from 1880 
to 1885, the vitality of ev try hying thing 
will be put to a severe and trying ordeal. 
Some persons think they see, in m e signs 
of the times, evidences of great disasters in 
the immediate future. The excessive i u a \ 
the unexampled cold, the prevalence id 
floods and d i e t e r s at sea, the general ; 
failure of the potato crop, the wide spread . 
Chill fever among the human beings, and I 
the equal prevalence ot eplz hjUc among 
Animals, are mention! d as among the p re­ 
monitions of the rapidly approaching p e ri­ 
helion. 
Well to be forewarned is to be forearm * 
cd. Accidents expected, we know very 
well that the persons of more vigorous 
constitutions and more hygienic habits 
Will have the belter chance to survive 
Whatever adverse intl deuces the extraor­ 
dinary pethelia will occasion, it is well 
known to physicians that, in all pestilences 
plague, typhus, cholera, murrain, etc , the 
intemperate, the dissipated, 
aud those 
whose Sanitary conditions were bad, furn­ 
ished the victims. 
We do not write to alarm anyone, nor 
to make a sensation. We state the facts j 
which all histories attest. Headers can 
Judge for themselves vt hat im port auce to 
Attach to the subject. That the cot j lint! 
perihelion of all the large planets of the 
•Olar system, one of which, Jupiter, is a | 
thousand times as large as the earth, must • 
disturb our atmosphere and temperature

Each year now brings its deadly wind 
storm in the Western States, and usually it 
comes early in June. 
In that month of 
last year twenty deaths were caused by a 
tornado which swept through Kansas, 
Missouri aud Nebraska. 
lo June, 1878 
loO person* were killed and wounded at 
Richmond, Mo, aud in June, 1877 nearly 
* score of lives were lost and $100,00(1 
dtmage was done in Mount Carmel, 111 
Tue Wallingford (Conn.) storm, which 
caused one ol the most awful calamities 
ever recorded in the history of the world 
and yet which has, we venture to say 
c >mpletelf passed away from the general­ 
ity of even the well informed. 
On Octo­ 
ber 31, 1876, Bengal was visited with a 
cyclone which caused the death of 215 OOO 
Demons, by creating a wave which entire­ 
ly submerged three islands. 
This state­ 
ment is based ou official returns from each 
police section in the districts swept by the 
deadly wind aud waves, aud is probably 
bort of the truth. lo 
1864 a Bengal 
cyclone caused the death of 50,000 people. 
Such figures aud facts as these emphasize 
rather the oothiuguess of man, than the 
value aud sacredness of human life, and 
seem a scathing sarcasm ou tne justice of 
nature. 
From the New York San. 
The tornado that destroyed the village of 
Marshfield. Mo., on Munday evening, re­ 
calls that which visited the town of Wall­ 
ingford, Conn , one evening, a little leas 
than two years ago. There was a close r e ­ 
semblance between the two storms in all 
particulars save one. 
The Wallingford 
storm I melted the earth ouly long enough 
to ecoop up the waler of a little lake aud 
level ail objects iu a pathway less than a 
mile long. while the storm of Sunday even­ 
ing had a much broader and longer sweep. 
The stories of eye .vitnesses of the coming 
of the whirlwinds read almost like ac­ 
counts of the same event 
All speak of a 
black cloud accompanied by fleecy white, 
with a motion like that of a revolving shaft 
.loving with terrible velocity along the 
earth. Acc >unis of the tornado on Sun­ 
day night are wanting in details of 
the 
manner io which the destruction was a c ­ 
complished ; but persons who saw the 
pissiug i f the Wai.iagiou whirlwind said 
that when ll struck a building the walls 
were ct usbcd as though the moving body 
had been a c luma ol unyielding, solid 
substance. Aud such it was iu effect; tor 
the “black cloud” was Composed largely of 
objects that it had caught up from the 
earth. 
When it sw« pl against a tree, the 
cloud seemed to wrap around it, grind­ 
ing 
off 
the 
bark, 
stripping 
the 
branches from the trunk,and dually twist­ 
ing the body ol the tree in two, or upset­ 
ting it. 
the Wallingford tornado lasted 
only a very short time. 
Persons who 
were prostrated by it found that it had 
passed before their terror hid left them. 
In VY adm lord, some twenty-three per­ 
sons were killed outright, and a few of t 
the wounded subsequently died. A coip- ’ 
cult nee is that in each case a public school 
building was spared, and thither the vic­ 
tims ut the st.>rm were carried. 
M arsh­ 
field is ou a plateau, but not at a great al­ 
titude or particularly exposed. 
Walling­ 
ford—the portion swept by the tornado— 
is on a plain, aud the storm seemed to come 
over the kitty hills to the north. It is true 
of the greater number of similar whirl 
winds in Ibis country that they have 
struck in localities that were regarded in 
a measure sheiteied from storms or no: 
particularly exp »seJ. A noteworthy fea­ 
ture oi these disasters is the tact that no 
living thing escapes the terror that their 
coiiiihg inspires. 
Just before the storm 
bursts t bt re is usually a moment of per 
bet cairn acd stillness, during which all 
creatures seem lo scent tue impending 
calamity and become almost paralyzed 
with lear
